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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is taken in response to Applicants' Amendments and Remarks 
filed on January 22, 2009 regarding application 10/606,597 filed on June 26, 2003. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 1 1 have been amended. 
Claims 1-18 are pending under consideration. 

EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

3. The claimed invention is directed toward a disk, and all independent claims of 
this application recite "a source head" and "target heads." Further, all independent 
claims recite "first and second target destinations," which would require at least two 
target heads to be associated with the first and second destinations, respectively. In 
particular, independent claim 8 explicitly recites "first and second target heads 
corresponding to the first and second target destinations." 

Therefore, it should be understood that the claimed invention requires the disk 
recited in the claims to be equipped with at least three heads, including at least one 
source head and at least two target heads. 

Allowable Subject Matter
